THE CONVENTION. 
THE NIGHT BEFORE. 
Special Dispaich to The Tribune. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., June 26.—It was long after 
midnight before the candidates and their lieu- 
tenants retired to scek a little rest after the ar- 
duous iabors of yesterday. The building up of 
combinations and the perfecting of trades was 
carried on until the last moment. Yor the 
Treasurership Smith seemed to have the pole in 
the race, Ross and Powell being the favorites 
for Superintendent of Public Instruction, with 


White strongly outlined iu the background. 


All parties were up bright and early 
THIS MORNING, 
and active skirmish lines in the interest of the 
various candidates were proniptiy on hand to 
capture the deicgations which arrived on the 
early trains. Five car-loads of delegates came 
down from Chicago, and on their arrival at the 
Leland the hum and bustle of last 
night was immediately renewed. The head- 
quarters of the different candidates 
were thronged with delegates and lookers- 
on in the political field. Cigars were plenty as 
roses in June, but the bar-room was in the main 
avoided, except for the consumption of mineral 
waters and lemonade. Trading and dickering 
was at once renewed, and the claims of the 
different aspirants and what each one will be 
able to do for the welfare of the general ticket 
next November were expatiated on at great 
length, 
THE DECATUR GRANT CLUB, 
an organization numbering about 150, arrived 
about 9 o’clock, headed by a military band. Ihey 
bore banners and portraits of the General, and 
some of the mottoes were quite characteristic: 
“Two good terms deserve a third,” Hail to 
the Chief, Graut for 1880,” aod “No8to7 
in 1880, were very conspicuous. This Club 
hails from Senator Oglesby's town, and may be 
regarded as representing his views.

He some months ago saw that he had 
made a grievous error in removing the General 
frow the office of Chief Grain Inspector in Chi- 
cago, and filling the vacancy with Swett, who 
has turned out a dead failure. Cullom, of 
course, could not retrace his steps; it would be a 
virtual confession of weakness. Ridgway could 
do nothing for him.

The full 
Convention amounted to a little over 700, and 
about ail were here. There was an outside 
lobby of full as many more. The street-corners, 
hotel-lobbies, and State-House corridors were 
filled with knots of men eagerly discussing the 
situation, and the absolute necessity of an over- 
whelming victory for the State, Congressional, . 
and Legislative ticket next fall was everywhere 
fully realized.

GEN. LIPPINCOTT

He had 
often thought it strange that any of the 
people should entertain doubts about the 
preservation of this country and the assumption 
of power by the Democratic party. The candi- 
dates to-day selected were good, honest, and 
true men, and he believed that to those men 
would be given at the next election a greater 
majority than at any time during the past few 
years. He desired to examine the Democratic 
platform. ‘Tat party congratulated the people 
on the reconstruction of the Southern States on 
a home-rule basis.

How had it been settled Louisiana, Arkansas, 
South Caroline, and Florida had been taken pos- 
session of by mobs. ‘bake the action of 
the Democratic party of 1831 and 1861, and, if it 
be correct, then the four States have been set- 
tled in acecordance with their theory. The 
Democrats want an income tax. A good Gor- 
erument never imposes a tax that can be avoid- 
ed by the people. If the country receives 
enoughb—receives more than enough—revenue 
to run the Government, the surplus should be 
taken irom the shoulders of the people. In 
1804 a tax of 5 per cent. was levied upon in- 
comes. 

TUR DEMOCRATS VOTED AGAINST IT. 
As soon as the necessity for it had passed away, 
it was removed. Why how does the Democracy 
seek to reimpose it upon the people? Tho 
income tax has beeo tried by all Governments, 
and proved ineffectual. It was more odious to 
the people of this country than any other tax. 
It is the man who has the property in sight who 
pve the incorme-tax, not the rich man who has 
iis prcperty locked up in his box. He could 
see no reason for it except to again test the 
bovesty of Tilden, who dodged it 
several years ago. If a tax 
were placed upon Government bonds, 
the result would be that they would all be sent 
to Europe. Over $100,000,000 of gold would be 
paid annually to the foreigners. The tax on 
the bonds would cause a depreciation equivalent 
toit. The proposition is clap-trap to catch the 
votes of those who believe that everybody 
should divide with them, whether they have 
earned anything or not. Another plank of the 
Democratic platform is a protest against any 
further reduction of the public debt. This 
proposition is. 
DISHONEST TO THE LAST DEGREE. 

Thg Goverument should pay its debis, and, if 
it can’t, let it take the benefit of the Bankrupt 
law. Ihe Democrats favor an immediate repeal 
of the Resumption act. We have agreed to 
resume specie in January, 1879. Greenbacks 
are at par with silver, and there is less tnan 1 
percent difference between them and gold 
practically at par. ‘the Resumption act ts the 
only statute giving absolute redemption to the 
greenback. When we reach gold, nobody wants 
it. Under the law the greenbacks must not be 
destroyed. They must be put out as soon 
as possible. Does any sane man want his 
property depreciated? Some time ago the 
speaker advocated an increase in the curgency, 
but he did not mean that it should not be re- 
turned. The Democratic platform was gotten 
un to catch the Greenback Independents who 
believe in an unlimited paper currency. Stamp- 
ing a piece of paper and calling it a dollar did 
not make itso. Gold and silver have an in- 
trinsic value. It is not the stamp on it that 
vives it its value. It is just as easy to make a 
horse out of a cow. with a Government 
stamp as to make a gold dollar out 
or a piece of paper. The theory of 
the Democratic party is that the minority must 
rule, —that a State is greater than the Union. 
The Republicans beltevé that the majority shall 
rule, and anv attempt 6@ the minority to usurp 
that junction produces a friction that must end 
in revolution again, if prolonged too far. The

The General closed by urging that every 
effort should be made to put the Governnient 
of the country into the hands of those who 
saved it. The meeting then adjourned.

The Democratic. party of Onio, in Convention 
assembled, hereby reatiirma the foilowiny clauses 
in the platform of the Convention of July 25, 
1877, indorsed by a majority of more than 22. 000 
last fali by the people of Ohio. We renew ita 
pledges of devotion to the Union and Constitution 
with its amendments.

subsides; preservation of the pubiic lanas for the 
use of actual scttiers; and the maintenance and 
protecting of the common school system as perti- 
nent to issues now pending before the people: 

Fr hat the investigation of the frauds com- 
mitted at the last Presidential election in Florida 
or Louisiana ofghtito have been made by the 
Electoral Commission... Its refusal to do so was in 
violation of the spirit ofthe law under which it was 
organized, and a greys insult to the people of the 
United States, and whilst the decision as made by 
the Forty-fourth Congress of the question as to 
who snould be declared President of the United 
States for the present Presidential term was, in 
our judgment, final, that decision ourht not to 
preclude an authentic investi sation and exposure of 
ali frauds connected with that election, aud the 
due accountability of all who were guilty connect- 
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ed with them. 


Second—The commercial and industrial stagna- 
tion that has so far prevailcd throughout the coun- 
try, and consequent wi lespread suffering, is dus 
directly to the perniciona financial legisiation of 
tut Republican party, which we hereby arraign for 
ite acts and charges:

REFUTATION OF ANDERSON'’S LIES. 
The Porrer-Butizer Committee has become 
almost an object of commiseration. Every 
witness it has called has proved more dam- 
aging to the purpose for which this Commit- 
tee was organized than any preceding wit- 
ness. The Committee started out to prove 
that the election in Louisiana had been a 
free and fair one, and they selected East and 
West Feliciana Parishes as samples of fraudu- 
lent rejection by the Returning Board on 
account of alleged intimidation which had 
not been practiced. WII, the Superviscr 
of one of these parishes, had been killed by 
the bulldozers, and was out of the way. 
Anprrson, Supervisor of the other, offered to 
swear that he had perjured himself in his 
protest, and to produce other evidence that 
he was a party to a corrupt contract, where- 
by he was to furnish a perjured protest and 
receive a reward therefor. The main pur- 
pose was to establish a basis for attacking 
the President’s title ; incidentally, material 
was to be gathered for the purpose of im- 
peaching Secretary Surrman. The so-called 
Suerman letter and AnprRson’s pretense of a 
false and fraudulent protest were the main 
instruments for carrying out the programme. 
The chain of evidence has been steadily, con- 
sistently, and convincingly contrary to both 
these theories. | 
If Anperson’s testimony stood alone, it 
would be enough in itself to completely dis- 
credit every assertion he made. His own 
statement of a Republican conspiracy to 
prevent an election being held as a means 
for rejecting a parish where there was a Re- 
publican majority of 1,100, was preposterous 
and ridiculous. He convicted himself of de- 
liberate perjury before the Porrzr Committee. 
He was unable to produce any corroboration 
of the genuineness of the important docu- 
ments he had, and himself admitted that the 
original WrenER-ANDERSON agreement, which 
he confided to Marrurws, was a forgery as 
far as Werner's signature was concerned. 
Standing alone, ANDERSON was bad enough, 
but every witness whom he cited as cogni- 
zant of his statements has contradicted him 
and made his position worse.

Then Anpzgxson swore that he had never 
subscribed to any protest, except a non- 
committal and informal paper which Mar- 
shal Prræm persuaded him to make out, and 
that the protest on file had been 
made out in blank, was filled in afterwards, 
and had not been sworn to. Ex-Marshal 
Prrxm contradicts this part of Axprrson’s 
testimony in every particular. His testi- 
mony is to the effect that he never persuaded 
Anprrson to make a protest; that AnpER- 
son was not drunk when he made the first 
protest; that he (Prrxm) simply took the 
paper after Anperson had written it and 
sworn to it, and then put it away; that An- 
DERSON subsequently returned with a protest 
in proper form, duly signed and-sworn to, 
without any blanks, which Prrxrw sent over 
to the State Department for file. Thus 
neither of the two protests made out by An- 
DERSON was in any sense the result of im- 
proper influence nor a forgery, as ANDERSON 
testified. Moreover, Prrxin swears that An- 
DERSON, in private talk, constantly adhered 
to the statement that a free election had 
been defeated by intimidation and violence. 

erson’s evidence has thus been im- 
peached at every significant point. He came 
before the Committee and confessed himself 
a liar and a perjurer, and then indicated the 
witnesses who have confirmed the character 
he gave himself. It is bkely that Anprrson 
deceived himself by consultations he had 
had with men like Prrxix, Ketioaa, Pack- 
arp, and others, who had failed to get office 
under the Administration, and the encour- 
agement held out to him by Implacables like 
ConkELING and Burizr. He thought that the 
witnesses he cited, being as sore-headed as 
himself, would go to any length to damage 
the Administration. In this he has been 
misled. All men are not so willing as him- 
self to swear to lies in order to justify their 
personal spleen, and his error has been in 
judging others according to his own stand- 
ard. In deceiving himself, he has deceived 
the Potrzr Committee even worse. 


VANDERBILT'S LATEST EXPLOIT. 

The VanpenniItt possession of a control 
over the rail transportation to and from the 
West and the East is now complete. From 
New York to Albany and thence to Buffalo 
he has a continuous road of four steel tracks, 
the road being thoroughly equipped, running 
over light grades, and through a country so 
thickly populated that the local traffic alone 
is sufficient to make it profitable. VANDER- 
nir has now extended his system to 
Chicago. He has two complete, thor- 
oughly equipped lines from Chicago to 
Buffalo, both running in direct .con- 
nection with his four-track railways to 
New York City, thus extending his system 
of substantially four tracks from New York 
City to Chicago. In addition he has confrol 
of the road from Toledo to St. Louis, and 
the road from Detroit across Michigan to 
Milwaukee. His system includes: Chicago 
to Detroit; Milwaukee to Detroit; St. Louis 
to Toledo; Toledo, Cleveland, Erie, Buffalo, 
and thence Central New York to Albany, 
and thence to New York City. He includes 
the Michigan Southern & Lake Shore, the 
Michigan Central and the Canadian Southern 
Roads, commanding the commerce of all 
the lake cities, and the road from Toledo 
to St. Louis, which includes that traffic of 
the Southwest which does not come to Chi- 
cago. 

The aggregation of these roads under one 
general cSntrol renders the management in- 
depencent. It has the means to compete 
with all opposition, and therefore is in a 
condition to establish a pool and to main- 
tain it on its own terms. The other trunk 
lines are no longer able to embarrass the 
VANDERBILT route, and their submission to 
such pooling terms as may be proposed by 
VANDERBILT is a matter of necessity. The 
virtual concentration under one management 
of: the rail transportation to the East from 
Chicago is but a part of the whole system 
under which railroad management has been 
consolidated in a few hands. VaNnpERBILT 
eontrols rail transportation from Chicago to 
the East. Then enters Jay Goutp. He has 
obtained controlling possession of the Union 
Pacific, and the Atchison & Topeka route 
from St. Louis to Denver, and thence by the 
Union Pacific to Ogden. He has also ob- 


tained control of the Chicago & Rock Island, 


and is able to enforce pooling arrangements 
with the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy and 
the Chicago & Northwestern Roads. He has 
practically abandoned all the country east of 
Chicago, and has possession and control of the 
transportation of all west from Chicago to 
Salt Lake. The third link in the chain of 
consolidation is that of Huntrxaron, Sran- 
rorpD, and Crocker, who own the Central 
Pacific and controls all the railways west of 
Salt Lake and in the State of California, 
extending down to the Mexican line. 

Here, then, we have the transportation 
between the 12,000,000 or 15,000,000 of peo- 
ple of the West living between Chicago and 
the Pacific coast and the Eastern States 
controlled by three separate and distinct 
combinations, and each mutually interested 
in the whole traffic: (1) The VAN DEnnrir 
organization from New York to Chicago, a 
distance of 1,100 miles, embracing parallel 
lines, or the equivalent of four tracks, the 
whole distance, with lateral lines and de- 
pendent feeders. (2) The Jar Govtp or- 
ganization from Chicago to Salt Lake, hav- 
ing several routes, and embracing practically 
all the railways of the West and of Kan- 
sas and Colorado, (3) The Hunrineoron, 
Sranrorp, and Crocker combination from 
Salt Lake to San Francisco, and south 
through all California. 

The question which concerns the great 
public is, whether this concentration of the 
control of the transportation between the 
two oceans, and from the centre of the 
country to the coast, will work injury to the 
interests of the producing classes. We do not 
think it will. We do not believe it possible 
ever again to return to the extortionate and 
confiscating rates of transportation which a 
few years ago evoked such popular indigna- 
tion, and led to the interposition of legis. 
lative authority. 
and small business has passed away, and 
the policy of railroads occupying four 
tracks with vast tonnage, at low rates, 
and with profits derived from a mini- 
mum rate per ton on the largest possible 
number of tons transported, is now firmly 
established and is to govern hereafter. ail- 
road compavies which cannot live by doing 
business in that way must give way to other 
companies Who can. It must never be for- 
gotten that the water routes will survive all 
the mutations of railroad management. The 
Great Lakes, the Mississippi River, and the 
St. Lawrence are a perpetual natural prohi- 
bition of excessive rates for rail traneporta.

He proposes, 
therefore, to adhere to the policy of carrying 
the greatest amount of produce and goods, and 
swell his profits by the increase of business 
and not by an advance of rates. He has in 
this latest movement, by which he has ren- 
dered his roads independent, won the con- 
fidence and had the aid of British capital. 
He has been able to show roads managed 
with superior intelligence and success; 
roads managed to secure popular favor; 
always prepared to pay interest and divi- 
dends, and with credit not imperiled by any 
robbery or stealing. He has been able to 
avoid all conflicts with the operating force, 
paying them the highest wages, and paying 
them when due. Abundance of British 
capital has been volunteered to enable 
him to complete his system of roads, 
whereby the original roads, as well as the 
new additions, may have the means of de- 
fending themselves against combinations 
even of bankrupt corporations, and benefit 
the country, the people doing business on 
the route, and giving certain and prompt 
dividends to the owners. 

For these reasons, therefore, we rather re- 
gard the consolidation of these transportation 
companies as fixing absolutely the policy of 
cheap rates, and an incroase of railroad 
facilities equal to any demand. ‘That policy, 
faithfully adhered to, is that which is in the 
intérest of every producer in the land; and, 
believing VanpzerBitt has the means at Lis 
command, and the will and purpose to do 
the work, we shall hope that the consolida- 
tion is in the interest of producers and of 
the general prosperity of the country. 
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THE FOLLY OF MILITARY COLONIZATION. 

The Washington Capital prints and in- 
dorses a communication from Subst. R. 
Stratton, who thinks he has found an 
avenue of escape from the present indus- 
trial stagnation, and a remedy that is going 
to set everything right again, provide sub- 
sistence for the unemvloyed, open up new 
sources of national wealth, and usher in an 
era of unlimited happiness, industry, and 
prosperity. His plan contemplates the 
establishment of what may be called 
a National Bureau of Labor, to be at- 
tached to one of the Executive Depart- 
ments. ‘This Bureau is to have power to 
enlist 100,000 men for a period of five years, 
to be under the same pay, discipline, and 
restrictions as the ordinary regular sol- 
dier. This body of men is to be divided 
into detachments of 10,000 men each, and 
each detachment placed under the command 
of a competent officer appointed from civil 
lifes The various detachments are to bb 
distributed on the public lands equally, 
throughout the Territories, and to be 
furnished with all the apparatus necas- 
sary to farm and colonize them.” The mili- 
tary idéa is to be kept up by morning and 
evening drill so as to render the whole force 
available for military purposes if it should 
be needed. The writer does not indicate 
what he would do with the men at the ex- 
piration of the five years, but we presume he 
would have the Government present them 
with the lands upon which they had been 
colonized. In his enthusiasm over his dis- 
covery, and his confidence that it will suc- 
ceed if tried, he does not consider any objec- 
tions that might be made to it, but, on the 
other hand, figures out a long list of advan- 
tages, such as the furnishing of commissary 
stores, the development of the public lands, 
the settlement of the Indian, Mormon, and 
Mexican questions, the conciliation of North 
and South, the improvement of the morale 
of the colonists, the establishment of a Zoo- 


the improvement of the business of the whgle 
West. This would certainly be a refharkable 
consummation—if it could be accomplished, 
and the mere providing for the hundred 
thousand for five years sinks into insignifi- 
cance as compared with the national bless- 
ings that are expected to flow from it! 

The Srratron colonization plan strikes us 
as very similar to the Kir motor. There 
is an element of uncertainty. whether it will 
accomplish anything, and there is no esti- 
mate of the cost necessary to carry it out. 
The inventor, like many other reformers, 
would be lavish with other people's money. 
The first question to be asked is, How much 
will it cost? and the second, Who will pay 
for it? In estimating the cost, we are to 
take into account the expense per capita, 
wages, transportation, boarding, official 
superintendence not only in the colonies, 
but also at Washington, and the working 
capital, sach as cattle, horses, agricultural 
implements, houses, barns, fences, wells, 
roads, bridges, school-houses, farming tools, 
besides arms, which would involve annually 
a total of from $800 to $1,000 per man, or 
from $80,000,000 to $100,000,000 for the 
whole number per year. If the Government 
had that much money lying idle, which had 
cost it nothing, and for which there was no 
use, and the employment of which would 
entail no tax or loss upon the public, it 
might bein order to examine this scheme with 
reference to trying the experiment. But the 
Government has no such fund. This money 
would have to be extracted from the earn- 
ings and working capital of the country. It 
would have to be raised by taxation, and, by 
the time the five years had expired, the peo- 
ple would have been taxed $500,000,000 to 
support one-tenth of the unemployed, without 
in reality relieving the situation from the 
dangerous classes, since the shiftless and 
lazy would never enter into any scheme 
necessitating hard labor and military drill, It 
is estimated that there are one million of dis- 
satisfied unemployed or partly employed 
men in the United States. Upon the pre- 
text ‘of benefiting one-tenth of them, a tax 
would be laid upon the wages fund of the 
country, to raise the money to support the 
colonies, which would inevitably result in 
turning out of work 150,000 men already 
in employment, or, if the men were re- 
tained at present wages, in bankrupt- 
ing their employers. To vote such oa 
tax upon the people means not only 
to turn 150,000 men ont af employment 
that 100,000 may attempt a wild, reckless 
experiment, but it means that the farmers, 
mechanics, and business men must also con- 
tribute from their earnings, It means that 
taxation already onerous must be made for 
more burdensome. It would take one hundred 
million of dollars 4 year away from product- 
ive labor. It would take away the subsist- 
ence which that amount of wages affords 
when paid out for food, clothing, and tools. 
It would destroy the interest of that amount 
of money, and it would out off the natural 
increase of private and public wealth which

our large cities with thousands more of un- 
employed people, and in levying a tax upon 
every laborer to support a visionary scheme 
that could be of no benefit in the end to any 
one except the salaried officials who would 
manage, and probably squander if not steal 
most of the money. One hundred 
thousand families, with their own money 
or with money raised among their 
friends, are crossing the Mississippi every 
year, making new homes in Texas, Kansas, 
Minnesota, Colorado, and the Territories, 
developing the resources of the great West, 
and adding to their personal wealth as well 
as to the general productiveness of the 
country, and this is the only practicable 
scheme of colonization. Any legislation that 
will encourage this scheme within proper 
limits will help the unemployed, increase the 
resources of the country, and insure future 
prosperity, but such schemes as that to 
which we have alluded can only tend to in- 
crease taxes, precipitate fresh trouble, and 
intensify the distress already existing, 
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A Chicago newspaper that has dragged out 
a precarious existence partly on Government 
pap and partly at the expense of 
its creditors, naturally abhors everything 
that savors of reform. It cherishes an un- 
dying hatred of ex-Secretary Bristow be- 
cause that gentleman ran down and broke 
up the WhiskyRing.

An opportunity to get a fling at both Bats- 
tow and the Civil-Service Reformers cannot 
be neglected by this kind of a newspaper, 
even if deception and misre presentation sre 
necessary to the effort. Thus the news- 
paperin question makes an extract from 
Mrs. Jenks’ testimony, in which she said 
that she was employed in the Treasury De- 
partment for two months in 1875, while Mr. 
Bristow was Secretary of the Treasury, and 
was in the habit of going there when she 
had nothing else to do.”

A TRIFLE THIN. 
RDAY’S TESTIMONY BEVORE THE POTTER 
COMMITTEB.

Wasninoton, D. C., June 26.—It was a dull 
day in the Potter Committee. Mrs. Jenks made 
her daily appearance to again state that she had 
not received the desired letters from Anderson. 
The opinion of everybody present was that she 
did not intend to produce them.

WEBER WAS NOT THE PERSON 

to whom she dictated the Sherman letter. 
Mr. Weber,“ she said, rising with impressive- 
ness, is entirely innocent. He is dead, and I 
consider him an honorable man.“ Turning to 
Haley, who it was expected would contradict 
her, and who is very deaf, she said: Mr. 
Chairman, are there any more halt, and lame, 
and blind to bring here to put me down!”

THE HOT SPRINGS OMISSION,

WasnineTon, D. C., June 6.—Adams, Clerk 
of the House, is proparing a letter relative to 
the omission of the Hot Springs amendment 
from the Sundry Civil bill.

THE MONEY CONGRESS. 

The President and Cabinet have decided that, 
inasmuch as the monetary conference originated 
in this country, it woald be proper for the .rep- 
resentatives to that Congress from the United 
Stites to take the initiative in the conference, 
or at least to have prepared some legitimate 
prograinme to present.

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' THE UNION PACIFIC. 

There is considerable excitement in financial 
circles in New York over the serious break in 
the stocks of the Union Pacific Railroad. The 
stock of this Company, which a few days ago 
was 69, has gone down to about 60, 
with indications of a still further decline. 
The reason for the sudden break was the an- 
nouncement made a few days ago that in 
cousequence of the hostile legislation in Con- 
gress and the retention of moneys by the Gov- 
ernment on the ground of its unsettied claim of 
5 per cent of. the pet earnings of the Company, 
it was deemed necessary to pass the usual July 
dividend of 2 percent. The street was totally 
unprepared for this manifesto of the Union Pa- 
cific Directors. It had been believed in some 
quarters that the dividend would be reduced 
from 8 to 6 per cent per annum, but no one be- 
lieved that the July dividend would be passed 
altugether. Whenit transpired that there 
would be no dividend paid iu July a feeling of 
despair seized upon small holders of Union Pa- 
cific. Many of them had been rely 
ing upon the dividend to defray the 
expenses of a summer tour. These were 
wol Ally disappointed. Some of them sold out 
Without limit as to price. Much indiguation is 
expressed at the conduct of the Directors, es- 
pecially Gould and Dillon, who are believed to 
have taken this action for selfish purposes and 
without cause.

The first time that a soldier goes into action 
he fancies the shot that he hears whizzing 
through the air is aimed at him. But if de is 
not hit at first, he soon acquires a sort of fatal- 
istic feeling that he never will be. The eve ofa 
battle might be supposed to be a solemn mo- 
ment. I have been at several eves, and I never 
perceived the vestige of solemnity, nor—so far 
as I could verceive—did it strike any one that the 
next day he might be killed. The thoughts of 
every one were concentrated first on supper, and 
then on finding a comparatively comfortable 
place in which to sleep. During a battle all not 
iinmediately engaged are simply bored. If ever 
a hand-to-hand fight takes piace it is due to 
some bungler being in command on one side or 
the other. Most of the regiments engaged do not 
see thecnemy. Attacking in column and bay- 
onet charges are things of the past. Shells 
and bullets are fired into a position or upon 
troops advancing. The victory is decided by 
artillery and breach-loader firing. Those who 
can concentrate tne heaviest fire upon particu- 
lar strategical points wing So mechanical is the 
whole affair tnat it is an famitted axiom tnat if 
one-third of the best regiment in the world can 
be put Nor de combat, the remainder will exe- 
cute a stratezical maneuvre to the rear.

CAPT, JOHN C. BRAINE, 
ex-Commander in the Confedemte navy, and 
Captain of the expedition that captured the 
Chesapeake. He is, of course, very high au- 
thority: on the subject, and a most important 
witness for Parr in bis coming trial for piracy. 
Capt. Braine is one of the most famous otlicers 
of the Southern navy, crippled and battle- 
scarred, and ‘celebrated m history as the last 
Confederate ner of war released from a 
Federal prison. He has since his release fol- 
jowed peaceful pursuits, living Winters on his 
orange plantation in Florida and traveling in 
the North in, summer. He is at present 
a resident of Chicago, amd is President of the

Ile stoutly denied that himself or 
Parr — arid guiity of piracy or murder; they 
held issions in the Confederate navy, and 
were only amenable to the rules of war. He 
conversed freely om the subject, scouted the 
idea of being afrested, and gave the following 
account of the capture of the Chesapeake and

ORGANIZATION OF THB EXPEDITION. 

In 1802 Robert Bmalls, a negro vilot on the 
steamer Planter, at Charleston, S. C., while 
lying at anchor in the barbor, Killed the three 
sleeping guards, locked their families below, 
aud then, getting up steam, ran the vessel out- 
side and delivered her to the Federal blockad- 
ing feet. Smalis was presented with a purse, 
made Captain of the captured steamer, and ran 
her as a tender to the fleet. He was until re- 
cently the Hon. Robert Smalls, M. C. from the 
Beautort district. This suggested the idea of 
retaijation to the Confederate Government, and 
they ordered Cominander Beuine to proceed to 
the port of New York and capture any vessel be 
saw fit. Commander Brame leit Richmond in 
January, 1863, proceeded to Wilmington, rau 
the blockade to St. George in the Bermudas, 
aud from ere he took passage ow the Cunard 
steamer Alpha for Halifax, taking with him two 
other officers of the Confederate navy, First- 
Lieut.

Capt. Braine said, My orders were direct 
from the Hon. 8. H. Maliory, Secretary Confed- 
erate navy, and were to go irom Halifax direct 
to St. Jahng, N. B., and report to the Coufed- 
crate Gov t agent at that place, who had 
special orders from President Davis to render 
me all nee in bis power. The agent at 
St, Johns always bad on deposit from $200,000 
to $300,000 gold, and I drew on bim liberally. 
Myself aud oilicers passed the summer months 
enlisting and drilling a crew for our expedition. 
Twenty-two men were enlisted and driilea 
thoroughly from three to tive bours per day m 
the manual of arms, cutiass and pistol exercise. 
‘The drill] room was over an old carriage jactory, 
and though the city swarmed with Federal apies 
they came and went so secretly that we were 
never discovered.

The erigineer bearing this, and alarmed at the 
shot, bad armed himself with a four-barreied 
Sharp’s derringer, and, on being ordered to 
surrender, fired at one of my men.

This 
was Orrin Shepherd, second engineer of the 
Chesapeake, for whose murder as a pirate Lieut. 
Parr was arrested yesterday. I immediately 
went below and found the engineer lying 
on the threshold of the engine-room dead. The 
body was sewn in a sheet and thrown overboard. 
took three men, and ordered Capt. Willets to 
surrender to the Confederate States as a pris- 
oner of war. Instead of so doing, he opened 
the upper half of his room door and leaped out, 
and ran ten or twelve times round the deck be- 
fore ne Was captured. I did not like to fire on 
him. I put him in irons in the wheel-house. 
The Second Officer I found afterwards secreted 
behind the ice-chest, and put him in 
irons to keep the Captain company. The 
Chief Engineer, when ordered to surrender, onlv 
3 his door op a crack, and was fired on and 
slightly wounded inthe chin, when he dashed 
out and ran around the deck in his shirt,—a 
rather cool costume for December weather. 
Another of the officers, Henderson, got down 
on his knees and begged for his life, but I put 
ot the irons and sent him to the wheel-house to 
keep the Captain company. 
THE TOTAL TIME OF CAPTURE 

was thirty-five minutes, including the putting 
all of the crew in the forecastle in frons. 1 
doused all the lights, changed the ship’s course, 
and took my departure from Cape Elizabeth 
hght at 4 o'clock that morning. My orders 
were to take the vessel to Seal Cove, on the 
English Island of Grand Manan, opposite East- 
port, Me., and there turn her over to Capt.

HELD ON A CHARGE OF PIRACY. 

Parr is wealthy, and can fight his own battles. 
He owes me 8800 borrowed money, which he has 
never paid, however. I know he has been in 
Boston several times before this, and has not 
been arrested. He was a regularly commission- 
ed officer of the Confederate navy, and I mus- 
tered him into the service myself.“ 

Capt. Braine was arrested in New York City 
in 1866 by order of the Hon. Gideon Welles, 
Secretary of the Navy, and confined in the 
Brooklyn prison. He was pardoned out— 
having never been tried—March 1, 
1509. When Capt. Braine entered 
prison he was hale and hearty, weighing 
186 pounds. On vis release he came out on 
¢rutches, weighing ninety-six pounds. After 
the recapture of the Chesapeake he captured 
the Roanoke, sailing from Havana for New 
York, in the same manner, he and his men going 
on board disguised as passentere. He admits 
he would be an important witness for Parr, but 
says he is now quietly engaged in business ia 
Chicego, and purposes making it his home. and 
does net care to have these old matters stirred 
up and misrepresented.

TORONTO, June 26.—In the County Court, 
application was made to set aside a writ of 
attachment against Mr. James Beaty, proprietor 
of the Toronto Leader, at the suit of Farmer, 
Little & Co., New York. The claim is $1,700. 
During the discussion in court, an affidavit was 
read certifying that Mr. Beaty’s assets amount- 
ed to $550,000, and his liabilities to $252,441. 
Mr. Beaty’s property is principally in farm- 
lands, real estate, and houses in the city.

DROWNED. ° 
DEATH OF MISS EMMA CARR. 

A ead accident occurred last evening at 5:30 
o'clock, the victim being a bright and pretty 
young lady of 19 years, named Emma Carr, who 
had many friends and belonged to 3 
highly, respectable family, the members of 
which were thrown into the deepest sor- 
row by the distressing occurrence. She fell from 
he promenade deck of the steamer Flora, and was 
drowned, while that vessel wae out on the lake, 
abouta mile north of the harbor entrance, and 
when returning to port. Mies Carr left her home 
esterday afternoon with a cousin, Mr. A. L. 
{nott. and went on board the Flora to enjoy an ex- 
cursion on the lake. Just previous to the accident 
tne couple sat onthe port side of the steamer, and 
Miss Carr proposed achange to the other side of 
the boat. Mr. Knott accompanied her, 
and, after passing across the cabin, the youn 
lady sat down on the narrow guard-rail, an 
caught hold of the smalliron stanchion which is, 


fastened to the rail and usea for placing a®canopy 


over the deck-passage. M ‘nott took a seat in 


1: front of his companion, and the two chatted pleas- 


ant lv. 

The stanchion referred to is of iron pipe, and 
rested upon an upright bolt or pin screwed in the 
deck-floor, and kept in place against the rail by 
an iron T or staple. While enguged in conver- 
sation Mies Carr untninkingly pulled the 
stanchion from ite deck-bolt, and the sudden 
displacement threw her backward and caused her 
to jet go her hola of the stanchion, which was held 
by the T., and she was precipitated into the water, 
a heighth of eighteen or twenty feet from the rail. 


She struck on her head and right shoulder, and was | 


borne rapidiy astern of the steamer. When about 
150 yards distant she sank and was seen no more, 

The tall of the unfortunate young woman was so 
sudden and horrifying to her companion, who was 
the only person close by at the moment, 
that he «could not act for an instant. 
As soon s he gave the alarm, Caovt. 
Trowel, who commands the Flora, had herstopped 
and backed, and a life- boat lowered away immedi- 
ately aud manned, and rowed to the spot where 
Mise Carr was seen to sink. Every effort known 
to experienced mariners was made by Capt. Trowel 
and his men to iescue the girl, but unavailingly, 
and after spending some time at the scene of the 
accident a small boat was anchored toindicate the 
place, and the Flora returned to the city with a 
ead excursion party. 

The greatest excitement is said to have prevailed 
on board the steamet when the accident happened. 
Although a pile of wooden floats or life-preservers 
was close beside Mr. Knott when his cousin fell 
overboard, he was so dumbfounded that be did not 
throw one to her. However, it is doubtful whether 
it would have proved of any use, for the young 
woman passed rapidly astern. the steamer being 
under à speed of five or six miles an hour at the 
time. 

The engineer of the Flora is an expert swimmer, 
and would probably have pees overboard when 
he heard the alarm given, but some one cried out 
that it was only a shaw! that had fallen overboard, 
and thue prevented the effort being made. 

On his arrival in the city, Mr. Knott communi- 
cated the sadinews to a brother of. Miss Carr, a 
young man employed by the Western News Com- 
pany. Steps will probably be taken to dav to find 
the body. This accident is a warning to excur- 
sionists who persiat in sitting on the rails of the 
boats, and masters of excursion crafts should see 
that none do 60.

BROOKS AND RUSSO. 
A TEMPORARY RELEASE. 

The Supreme Court has just given an opinion,’ 
the effect of which will be to temporarily liberate 
from the Penitentiary Franklin Brooks and James 

tusao, a couple of abortionists who were sent there 
last year. In March, 1877, these two men were 
arrested at their rooms on West Kinzie street in 
the act of committing an abortion vpon a woman. 
They were indicted at the April term of the Crim- 
inal Court, tried at the August term, found guilty, 
and sentencedto three years in the Penitentiary. 
They appealed to the Supreme Court, asking that 
the sentence de reversed on the ground 
that they had not been tried at the 
second term after being indicted, so required by 
law, but atthe third term. The statute is that 
Any person committed for a criminal matter and 
not admitted to bail, and not tried at all before the 
second term of the court having junmediction of the 
offense, shall be set at liberty by the court, uniess 
the deiay shall happen on the application of the 
prisoner.’" The Court. however, has power to 
continue a case at the second term if satistied that 
exertions have been made to get the evidence for 
the people, and that there are reasonavie grounds 
to believe the evidence may be procured at the 
third term. 

The Supreme Court holds that the statute is per- 
emptory where, as in this case, the prisoners did 
not ask for delay. Tue two men were not tried 
until the third term,—a term in the Criminal 
Court being a month, —and, therefore, the decision 
and sentence of the lower Court must be reversed. 
Of course the indictment on which they were 
tried is done with and disposed of. But 
evidence even stronger than that upon which 
they were previously indicted is now in the 
— of the authorities, and will doubt 
es be submitted to the Grand Jury 
in order that the casefmay be again heard. Their

The graduates met shortly after 2 o’clock 
in the society-room of the University, and 
marched, with Nevans’ band as au escort, to the 
platform on the campus, to the March of 
78. There were about 1,500 people upon the 
grounds. 

THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 

At 4 o’elock the Board of Trustees com- 
menced a secret session, which was not con- 
cluded until alate hour, in the evening, the 
members being determined to finish 
up all the business of the vear 
at one sitting, so as not to hold any more meet- 
ings. The meeting was held in the pariors of 
the University, with closed doors, the Hon. J. 
Y. Scammon pfesiding. There were about 
fourteen members of the Board present. 

Mrs. Bravman tendered her resignation as 
Assistant Librarian, which was accepted. She 
had occupied the position for nineteen years, 
and had made acatalogue of the books up to 
the present time on the Smithsonian plan. 

A communication was received from B. F. 
Jacobs requesting the surrender of $50,000 of 
collaterals which haa been made over tothe 
University from the Burroughs and Jacobs 
Trust. This matter was referred to Thomas 
Hoyne, attorney tor the Board. 

A communication from the Faculty of the 
Union College of Law presented the names of 
the graduating class of this year. 

The annual report of the Executive Commit- 
tee was presented, showing the business which 
had been accomplished during the past year. 
Accepted. 4 

Dr. Anderson, the President, submitted his 
report, which was accepted. ‘The substance of 
this document was that a little over $5,000 bad 


been secured toward the payment of the bond- 


ed debt, and about $5,000 toward the payment 
of the floating debts. Besides this, encouruge- 
ment had been received from sundry persons 
who would probably aid the University. 

A report from the Committee on Faculty Re- 
lations was read and adopted. It recommend 
several changes, as follows: Prof. Olson was 
transferred from the chair of Modern Languages 
Adjunct Professor of Greek; Prof. 
tory Department to Adjunct Professor of 
Latin; Prof. J. P. Williams, President of the 
Ottawa (Kan.) University, was appointed Prin- 
cipal of the Preparatory Department; Prof. 
Oids, of Albany, N. Y., was appointed ro- 
fessor of Chemistry, to enter upon his duties 
one year from the present time: Prof. William 
Stevens, formerly of the Department of Latiu 
in the University, but for thelast three years in 
charge of the State Institute of the Argentine 
Republic, South America, was chosen to the 
chair of Rhetoric and History. 

The report trom the Committee on By-Laws 
was adopted, and that of the Committee on 
Grounds was sent to the Executive Committee. 

In the President's report degrees of B. A. and 
B. S. were recommended to be conferred upon 
the members of the graduating class, and the 
honorary degree of D. D. on the Rev. W. J. 
Hunter, of Canada, and the Rev. O. B. Stone, of 
Bloomington. 

ALUMNI MEETING. 

In the evening the alumni of the University 
held forth in the auditorium of the First Meth- 
odist Church, corner of Clark and Washington 
streets. Owing to the heat or some other 
cause there was but ameagre assemblage. Mr. 
Ferd Peck presided. A prayer was offered by 
the Rev. Mr. Jackson. 

The exercises proper commenced with the 
reading of a paper entitled A Plea for Sec- 
tarian Colleges,“ by Mr. G. C. Ingham, of the 
class of 783. Then came a song and an encore 
from the Chicago Quartette, and the Rev. J. T. 
Sunderland, of the class of ’67, delivered an ad- 
dress upon Public Duties and Responsibilities 
of Educated Men.“ At the close of the exer- 
cises the President announced that the graduat- 
ing exercises of the University would take 
place at Farwell Hall at 2 o’clock this after- 
noon. At6o’clock the alumni dinner and a 
business meeting will take place at the Tremont 
House. 


LAKE FOREST ACADEMY. 

The closing exercises of the school year at 
Lake Forest Academy occurred in the Presby- 
terian Church at that place yesterday morning. 
The graduating class included seven young 
gentlemen, and five of them delivered orations, 
their subjects being as follows: ‘* Eagland’s 
Future,” with Salutatory address, Frank L. 
Kendall. Lake Forest; ** Daniel Webster,“ 
Frank W. Hobbs, Chicago; “Iconoclasm” 
Clarence D. Van Wie, Kenosha, Wis.; Push 
and Pull,” Horatio O. Stone, Chicago; Why 
We Educate,”’ with Valedictory, Alired L. Holt, 
Lake Forest. The music for the occasion was 
furnished by Messrs. Arthur and Walter Far- 
well, F. W. Hobbs. R. H. Anderson, A. IL. 
Holt, H. E. Stetson, and Herman Inbasch. 

The address ou behalf of the alumniof the 
institution was delivered by Mr. R. W. Patter- 
son, Jr., of Chicago. Mr. Patterson said he de- 
sired to express his gratitude for the instruction 
he received at the Academy, and particularly 
for its teaching of American history. This was 
in his day, and still was, he presumed, a distinct 
feature of the course. Persons not familiar 
with the practice of academies generally in the 
East might think such instruction was usual, 
but it was not so. The almost invariable prac- 
tice was to devote the main strength of acade- 
mies to Latin, Greek, and mathematics, leaving 
the colleges to supplement their work in the 
plain English branches. This was a part of a 
primary education which ought not to be re- 
quired of colleges. It ought pot to be left for 
them to do; for if, by any chance, a young 
man should fail to complete his course, his 
education, conducted or this plan, woald 
be worthless to him. He would not 
even have learned to become a good 
citizen; and this, after all, is the most impor- 
tant lesson thai any institution of learning in 
a free country has to teach. Besides, the col- 
leges in many instances neglect this work when 
it is left for them to do. in conclusion the 
speaker urged the erm men about to leave for 
college to devote their best energies there to the 
study of political science. He advised them to 
anticipate the lar instruction in these 
branches, so that they might have a general ac- 
quaintance with them when they were reached 
by the teachers. Time expended upon them 
would be well because they were the 
growi acience. Consider, for instance, a 
small department of one of them,—finance. 
How vast a field of researsh it opened up! How 
crowded it was with fact. How powertul in 
every department of human activity, and how 
valuable in practical hfe. These studies would 
keep the young men fully abreast of the times,

Gregory, of Wooster Universitv, Wooster, O., 
the new!ly-elected President of the Lake Forest 
University, was read, and a resolution passed 
declaring the Board to be in full ap ev | with 
the Doctor in the matters spoken of by him in 
the letter: 

Wooster, O., June 21, 1878.—Samuel D. Ward, 
Eeq., Secretary Board, etc. —- Mr Dan Sir: 
Your note, informing me of my election to the 
Presidency of Lake Furest University, was received 
while we were in the midst of our Commencement 
exercises, and hence the delay in answering. 

The telegraphed promise of acceptance men- 
tioned as its basis certain conditions named.

These are the main points discussed with the 
various members of the Board, and which,as I 
then stated, | deem of vital importance. Con- 
nected with them. in one way or other, will be 
found the reasons for the wreck of so many edu- 
cational institutions in the West and Northwest. 

Hoping to have an early conference with the 
Board, and praying that the Lord will direct us and 
abundantly biess Lake Forest University, I re- 
main, my dear sir, yours very truly.
